But before three or four, the mercileſs flanges had 
brought that goodly building for the moſt part e- 
yen to duſt and aſhes, and all that was ip it. So 
violent it was; that it burm even like fire in an O- 
yen, And had it not beer for the great care 2nd 
vigilancy of the manifold inſtruments that God

Thus much tor the Relation, as it was 
taken at firſt : That which further re- 
mains,is, A Relation(as it is reported )of the 
bloudy Villains and inhumane Wretches, 
that were AQors in this ſad and lamentable 
Tragedy : fix being taken (as it is ſaid) 
and carryed to Chelmsford Gaol , being 
diſcovered on Friday laft nearBurntweod;

took an opportunity, whenall was in bed 
and aflcep,to cut the Maids Throats, gag

the houle of all the Moneys aud Plate they 
could find, and afterwaid; ſet fice on che. 
houſe,lock'd the doors,and caſt the Key 0- 
verthe Wall, This, it tcue, is the moſt 
barbarous and inhumane 4&ion that was 
everheard of ; and, nodoubt,buta ſhore 
time will make manifeſt the truth of all 
things, For have we notdaily experience 
of raany wonderful Diſcoveries; as that 
touching the Pewterer, who having gor 
his Maid with Child, pretended to fend 
her into the Countrey ; but wickedly de- 
figned two Villains ro murther her by the 
way; and leading her into a Wood, and 
ſtripping her-naked, hung her up by the 
hair of her head to a Tree, gag'd her, and 
tyed herhands behind her; in which fad 
condition, ſhe remainedall night ; but the 
next morning,a Drover coming that way, 
and the Swine ragning into the Wood, he- 
eſpyecd this ſad Spectacle,cut her down,and
